“Father” Crowley Kneels Before the 
Altar of Holy Name Cathedral, But 
Chancellor Barry Causes ihe Lights

CHICAGO, Nov. 3.—There was an in- 
tensely dramatic scene in Holy Name 
Cathedral today, when, in the presence 
of fully 11000 parishioners, Jeremiah J. 
Crowley, the excommunicated Roman 
Catholic priest, was publicly humili- 
ated by order of the authorities of the 
church, 

Father Crowley had entered the 


church unobserved, passing the 
center aisle and had taken a t al. 
most under the pulpit. Solemn high 


mass was being celebrated at the time. 
When the presence of Father Crowley 
became known, Rev. Francis J. Barry, 

Mor of the Archdiocese of Chi- 


clergyman was Kneeling, and — 
him to leave the church. Father Crow 
ley refused to go, saying: “Put me out 
if you dare.“

was no resort to force, however. Chan- 
cellor Barry signaled to a man in the 
choir loft, and the sound of the organ 
ceased and the singing of the choir 
was hushed. The priests in the altar 
stopped the solemn service at the end 
of the Gloria,“ and walked to the 
benches and laid aside their golden 
vestments, The altar boys marched om 
of the sanctuary through a side door, 
and the p#iests, clad in their cassocks, 
followed. The next moment the hun- 
dreds of incandescent lights in the 
vaulted arches were extingtished and 
the candle lights on the altar were put 
out. 

The strain was broken when Chancel- 
lor Barry appeared in the pulpit and 
said: “Owing to the presence in this 
sacred edifice of an excommunicated 
priest, the solemn high mass has been 
suspended. We will proceed with a low 
mass. 

No sermon was delivered, however, 
and the m was at an end before 
the congregation was calm again. The 
parishioners lingered around the ca- 
thedral and watched the deposed priest 
as he hurried away. None spoke to 
him.

STARVED BY KEEPERS. 
TALE OF HORROR TOLD IN LEGAL 
DOCUMENTS. 
— . 
It is Charged That in Order to Get 
Rid of Troublesome Patients, the At- 


tendants Neglected Them Until Death 
Ended Misery. 


{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

CHICAGO, Nov. 2.—{Exclusive Dis- 
patch.) Early last September two in- 
sane women, inmates of an asylum at 
Dunning, died. For two months before 
their death, they had been wasting 
away physically and growing daily 
weaker. One was without any appar- 
ent disease. The death certificates now 
on file give scurvy as the cause of death 
of one, and inanition of the other. 

Monday morning Secretary Bull ots 
the Civil Service Reform ,Association 
will present charges to the County Civil 
Service Commission, accusing two 
women attendants at Dunning, Mrs. 
| Kate Green and Miss May Shea, with 
negiecting and underfeeding these two 
patients, and with other ijl treatment 
which preceded their deaths. Evidence 
to support the charges is already in 
hand, and in its presentation a tale will 
be told of horror far greater than often 
comes even from the precincts of asy- 
lums for the insane. It is a tale of re- 
fined cruelty, of slow death by starva- 
tion, with wards of the county as vic- 
tims. 

The charge will be made that Mrs. 
Green and Miss Shea deliberately with- 
held food from two patients, fed them 
sometimes nothing at all, and for weeks 
nothing more than bread and tea, and 


special nourishment ordered for them. 
The motive to be assigned in the 
charges is that the patients were es- 
pecially offensive and objectionable to 
the attendants, and by making them 
weak and sick, through lack of food, 


transferred to the ward for the sick, 
and get rid of the duty of caring for 
them. They will be charged with carry- 
ing this treatment so far that the pa- 
tients died. 

Nor is this all. It will be charged 
that in the case of Mrs. Green this is 
not her first offense of the kind, and 
that twice before during the last two 
years, there have been similar cases in 
her ward, and that starvation was the 
regular means of discipline used.

 EUROPE’S SUGAR EXPORTS. 


AFFECTED BY CUBAN RELATIONS. 
ur run NEW ASBOCIATED PRESS—P.M.] 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 3.— The obvious 
and sustained friendliness of the 
United States government to Cuba; 
the intending increase of sugar produc- 
tion in Porto Rico, Hawali and the 
Philippines, added to the steady and 
rapid development of the. bect-sugar 
industry throughout a large area of 
the United States, all point to an in- 
evitable and definite decline in Euro- 
pean sugar exports to our country. 

This statement appears in an inter- 
esting report from Consul-General Ma- 
son at Berlin to the State Department, 
dated October 4, showing the damage 
which the sugar production of Cuba 
in particular is dealing to the sugar 
exporters of Europe. 

It is generally recognized, says Mr. 
Mason, that the beet-sugar industry 
of Central Europe is approaching a 
critical juncture. Germany, Austria- 
Hungary, France and Russia, it is 
stated, are now gathering a beet crop 
which will yield an output of sugar 
far surpassing in quantity that of any 
previous year, Unfortunately for Ger- 
many, this overwhelming production 
comes at @ time when industrial de- 
pression and a short wheat and rye 
crop have seriously reduced the pur- 
chasing capacity the poorer classes. 
A high commercial authority, says Mr. 
Mason, estimates the decline in sugar 
consumption in Germany during the 
fiscal year at 75,000 tons, :

HAWAII’S NEEDS. 

ACTING GOVERNOR'S REPORT.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 3.—Authority 
for the conversion of all Hawaiian 
silver coin into corresponding coins of 
the United States and for the immigra- 
tion of a imited number of Chinese 
laborers,, conditiondi upon their en- 
gaging in agricultural pursuits only 
during their residence in the Territory 
and their return to their own country 
upon ceasing to be farmers, are the 
recommendations of H. Cooper, 
acting Governor ot Hawall, in his an- 
naval report. 

Other recommendations are for the 
maintenance of an expert forester in 
the islands, to investigate and report 
on forest conditions and forestry con- 
servation and extension; the detail of 
agent of the Fish Cimmis- 
Honolulu, and the adop- 

restrictive measures to 
prevent wanton destruction of the 
food fishes of the Territory; 
the granting of licenses to divert 
water from lands where it is of no 
avail to arid sections that owners are 
adapting to agricultural pursuits; the 
erection of a Federal building at Hono- 
lulu for the accommodation of the 
Federal court, postoffice, customhouse 
and Federal officials: the detention 
from the customs receipts of a suffi- 
cient sum to pay judgments of the 
Commission of Fire Claims; the gath- 
ering of statistics to show the sh 
ments between the mainiand and the 
islands, and the appointment of a 
deputy Secretary to act during the dis- 
ability of the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury, for Territorial pur only. 

The report shows that though there 
has been an increase on the rt of 
the Hawalians the total of those of 
Hawalian descent shows a decrease, 
the most rapid in the commercial cen- 
ters. The prosperity of the islands, 
according to the acting Governor, de- 
pends up®n the successful and economi- 
cal production of sugar. 

“The employment of Chinese and 
Japanese by the planters,” he says, 
“never has interfered and never will 
interfere with either American skilled 
or unskilled labor, but if an ample Sup- 
ply of desirable labor can be ob- 
tained, it means millions of dollars 
spent for machinery, buildings, tools, 
steel and iron, and other supplies of 
American make. : 

“Since the annexation, the immigra- 
tion of unskilled laborers has prac- 
tically ceased, while many of the Chi- 
nese and Japanese have returned to 
their native countries. Between June 
14, 1900, and August 31, 1991, 4079 Jap- 
anese have left the Territory, while 
only 589 have arrived. All sugar plan- 
tation stocks consequently have fallen 
far below their former value. and this 
has had the effect of producing a strin- 
gency in the money market from which 
many have suffered loss. If no relief 
is forthcoming, the most disastrous re- 
sults surely wil) follow. It is a physi- 
eal impossibility for the Anglo-Saxon 
race to satisfactorily perform the se- 
vere labor required in the sugar fields. 
Hawali, therefore, is entitled to legis- 
lation favorable to its greatest pros- 
perity.“

FAST-MAIL SERVICE. 
OTHER POSTAL PROPOSITIONS. 
[BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.) 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 3.—The annual 
report of Second Assistant tmaster- 
General William 8. Shalienberger, 
made public today, urges regular di- 
rect fast-mail service between the Pa- 
cific Coast and the Orient, the re- 
establishment of pneumatic-tube serv- 
ice generally, and the closer separa- 
tion of city mail by postal clerks on 
railway trains, rather than by clerks 
of the mailing division after its ar- 
rival in the general postoffice. Under 
the last-named proposition, the entire 
force engaged in distributing the mail 
ready for the carriers will be under 
one nagement. and congestion in a 
postoffice could be overcome by the 
temporary detail of railway mall clerks 
‘off duty. 

The city distribution in postal cars 

n assumed entirely by the rail- 
way mail service, supplanting the 
former practice of having clerks from 
the city postoffice go out some dis- 
tance on the road to meet incoming 
trains. Constant demands are now be- 
ing made for still closer separation by 
having the railway mail clerk or su- 
perintendent in charge take the out- 
going mail from the postoffice and see 
that it is expeditiously dispatched, and 
also deliver the incoming mail prop- 
erly made up for the carriers. Mr. 
Shallenberger suggests for the present 
a test of the practical operation of this 
proposition at postoffices whose gross 
receipts are $600,000 or more a year. 

The Postoftice Department has no 
contract for direct mail service between 
the Pacific Coast and the Philippines, 
mails being carried by government 
transports or by steamers to Hong- 
kong, and thence by steamers of other 
countries to Manila. 

“It now seems probable,” says the re- 
port, “that if this government should 
withdraw its transports, it may be done 
at any time, with the understanding 
that its passengers and fast freight 
traffic, together with the ircreasing 
volume of its mails, might go to the 
steamship company that would submit 
the most satisfactory proposal for 
quick and regular service, a favorable 
contract could be secured.

Wright, “who, so long as there is no 
punishment for treason, will take ad- 
vantage of the fact to clog the wheels 
It must 
not be overlooked that turbulent spirits 
exist in the pacified provinces. . The 
masses of the people are susceptible to. 
inflammatory utterances and liable to 
be influenced by scheming demagogues. 
It would be an inexcusable weakness 
on the part of the commission to allow 
the people to be aroused to deeds of 
violence, who are gradually drifting to 
the pursuits of peace. 

The recent renewed attempts at in- 
surrection in the island of Samar and 
the province of Batangas (Luzon) and 


pino agitators, has caused a feeling of 
unrest in the minds of both Filipinos 
and Americans, and the effect of their 
continuance would be to make impos- 
sible the very things these agitators 
claim to most desire. Such é@ndeavors

Kansas, and a great majority of them 
declare that the shales along that 
river will produce from $10 to $20 a ton 
in gd and $6 to $10 in silver. 

Two mills are now building in Ellis 
county, and Smoky Hill City has grown 
to metropolitan proportions in a month. 
Five hundred thousand dollars have 
been invested in lands of no value for 
any other purpose. Shale enthusiasts 
say that $200,000,000 can be taken from 
an acre of land, and that the shale 
lands extend fifty miles along the river 
and eight miles on either side. Prof.

HOTEL DETECTIVES. 


They Are a Necessity to the Big Mod- 
ern Hostleries—Watching for Crooks. 
Men Who Know the Business. 

[New York Tribune:] “Who is that 
an? 


He's a card sharp. and no good— 
he's crooked.” 

The question was asked by the pro- 
prietor of a large hotel. The man who | 
answered looked like a drummer wait- 
ing in the hotel lobby for “trade,” but 
he was the house detective, and had 
Just finished a little conversation with 
the person in question. The card man 
went to the cigar stand, lighted the

half cigar which had gone out, smiled . 


at the detective and walked out. 

The man who makes his living by dis- 
honest methods, the card. sharp, 
brick man, sawdust speculator, green- | 
goods agent, sneak thief or confidence | 
man, was formerly dreaded by the pro- 
prietors of metropolitan hotels. These 
men came to the hotels in all sorts of 
disguises and reaped rich harvests. 


districts. But for the last few years | 
they have abandoned the hotels as bad 
operating fields. The confidence men 
whe still work in reputable hotels are 
new, or they have a new game to play. 
Card sharps lure their prey to club- 
rooms“ and private “apartments;” 
green-goods men make their head- 
quarters at hotels in the suburbs or in 
the lower part of the city, and all- 
around crooks know that the glare of 
light in an urtown hotel is not bene- 
ficial to their health. With these mem- 
bers of the criminal world eliminated 
one would naturally believe that there 


hotel detective. But there are few ho- 
tels that do not carry at least one de- 
tective, and in some instances as many 
as four, on their pay roll. 

The man who stopped“ the card 
sharp and told him in diplomatic terms 
that “he guessed he'd better find some 
other place to hang out,” explained 
that he had met the man at Saratoga 
at the races, where the detective 


worked during the summer months. 


He had a hard name among the book- 
makers,” said the detective, “and they 
know pretty well how to gauge a man, 
but we don’t have to turn many of his 
kind away. They don’t turn up here— 
not one in a blue moon. But we have 
our hands full, just the same. The 
sneak thief is Uke the poor and taxes, 
always with us. The old-timers we 
needn't fear, because they work in the 
country, but the gang that travels in 
all sorts of costumes, from college stu- 
dent to priest—those are the fellows we | 
have to look out for. Another trou- | 
blesome lot are the men who have a 
game to work, the fellows who have big | 
mails come to their address, and lots 
of callers in answer to advertisements. 
Many of these fellows are crooks, who | 
fleece their visitors, and it's our busi. 
ness to get onto their games.“ 

At the Waldorf-Astoria there are four 
detectives in the employ of the house, 
exclusive of two women who are on 
duty when crowds of unusual size are 
expected. These people have no regu. 
lar duties te perform, but they are ex- 
pected to keep their eyes on all parts 
of the house, to note the arrivals and 
departures, to see who send cards to 
the guests, to make regular tours of | 
the upper floor to see that no one 16 
working“ the rooms of absent guests, | 
and at the evening functions to mingle | 
with the throng, always being ready | 
to quell disturbances or bow out“ any 
objectionable persons who may have 
slipped into the place. 

At the smaller hotels the time of the 
detective is utilized in various ways. 
He takes the deposits to the bank, acts 
as purchasing agent, stands between | 
the manager and the unknown visitor. 
and is often the general utility man of | 
the house. At one of the hotels in the | 
residence district of New York there is 
a detective who receives no pay for 
his services. He is there a few months 
every year, and does the work in the 
hotel to “freshen up“ and see and hear 
things that are necessary. In the sum- 
mer, from July until October, he is at 
a northern summer resort, where he 
keeps an eye on the visitors, acts as 
confidential man for the proprietor, | 
strolls through the halis, tries the 
doors of guests who are away, sees 
that no baggage is smuggled out of the 
house, and that no undesirable people 
are smuggled in. After the summer 
season he has a few months in New 
York, which he devotes to study in a 
metropolitan hotel. He requires no 
books and no instructor, but simply | 
“hangs around” and keeps his eyes and 
eats open. Then the southern season 
opens, and the detective goes to a 
southern hotel to perform the same

as at the northern spa. 
tectives’s good pay is earned in 
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summer and winter; the other sea- 
sons are “off times with him. 
The tourist who is anxious to see 
“New York by electric light“ or 
“wicked New York’ ts a valuable 
source of revenue to the hotel detect- 
ive. The detectives employed by the 
San Francisco hotels were the first of 


their profession to sell their services 


to the hotel guests. They acted as 
pilots through Chinatown, and realized 
handsome sums of money by the en- 
terprise. They would make up parties 
at from $1 to $5 a person, and then show 
the sights in keeping with the prices 
paid. The smaller the compensation | 
the more liable the guide would be to 
“forget” important points. Aside from 
the regular fee the guides in many in- 
stances received a commission from 
the merchants whom the pasty would 
patronize. In New York, Ciiicago, and

a man for the sole purpose of guiding 
guests through the slums.

It must te 
remembered that the advenc: in fuel 
economy must be a progressively di- 
minishing one. In 1872 the voal con- 
sumption was recorded as 2.11 pounds 
per unit of power per hour; by [581 it 
had been brought down to 1.83 pounds; 
in 1891, when the triple-expansion en- 
gine had come into almost universal 
use, the rate became 1.52 pounds, while 
a careful analysis of new ships with 
the latest equipment is about 1.48 
pounds. 

The increased economy is partly due 
to the higher steam pressures new in 
use. In 1891 the average was about 
double that of 1881, and now the in- 
crease is from 158 pounds to IN pounds 
per square inch, the average for forty- 
five ships with triple-expansion engines 
built within the past nine months being 


| 180 pounds, and for nine steamers with 


quadruple - expansion engines 214 
pounds. In former years naval ma- 
chinery was included in the reckouing 
the conditions being similar to those 
obtaining in the merchant service: but 
now, with the adoption of water-tube 
boilers, the prattice is dissimilar, and 
naval ships are not considered in de- 
termining this year’s averages. As a 
result of the higher steam pressure and 
more economical engines, more power 
is obtained from the boilers per square 
foot of heating surface, the average 
per indicated horse power having in 
ten years decreased 3,275 to three 
square feet. At the same time the pis- 
ton speeds of engines have consider- 
ably increased. The average ten years 
ago, even including warships, has now 
become the mean rate for the tramp 
per minute, while 
many steamers for high speed uttain 
to 880 feet and a few to 950 feet.—[En- 
gineering Magazine.

Achievements Capital, Labor and Production, 


NITED STATES. CONSUL-GEN- 
ERAL MASON, in a letter from 
Germany, says: 

“An article, specially marked, which 
appears in leading German papers, 
calls the attention of German business 
men to the superior methods of Ameri. 
can manufacturers and exporters in 
draping to them Mexican trade. The 
article, which is headed "German and 
American Competition in Mexico,’ 
reads: ‘American competition has 
sharply entered the arena in Mexico. 
It is well, therefore, to again point out 
the various shortcomings which make 
themselves felt in German trading with 
Mexico. The many charges which usu- 
ally encumber German shipments cause 
the Mexican buyers to give their or- 
ders to the United States. American 
exporters make the price f.o.b.—free on 
‘board—ship, which enables the buyer 
to figure the final cost much easier than 
is the case when ordering Ge 
goods on which land carriage, for- 
warding agents’ fees, etc., rest. These 
latter are not familiar to Mexican 
buyers, and make it nigh impossible 
for them to arrive at correct calcula- 
tions of cost. German exporting cir- 
cles cannot be too seriously admon- 
ished to give for the future all prices 
f.o.b., #0 as to successfully meet 
American and other competition. 

Now, many articles are im 
exclusively from the United States; for 
example, agricultural machines and im- 
plements. This has its cause in the 
fact that the American articles are 
more practical in construction and 
working capacity, better made and 
easier to handle, besides which they 
are often lower in price. What aleo 
adds to the suecesses of the Americans 
is that they are exceedingly more far- 
sighted. They do not look for immedi- 
ate profits, Wut seek to/ secure a 
business foundation that will give re- 
turns later on. 

By liberal treatment they seek to 
obtain and retain customers; they also 
adapt themselves gracefully to the de- 
sires and needs of their customers, 
make alterations in the style of the 
articles, when such is wished for, with- 
out extra compensation for doing 80. 
By other means they attract patronage, 
viz., the distribution of expensive 
samples, which are tastefully and 
practically arranged and delivered 
gratuitously. This method has 
largely increased, year after year, 
exports. On the other 
hand, German manufacturers usu- 
ally charge for samples, even 
though these be small and inexpensive. 
In 1 it is well to note that it 
is futile to attempt opening business 
connection with Mexican houses by 
sending catafogues or by letter, as 
those houses are accustomed to make 
their selection from goods dis layed 
by American commercial travelers.’ 


Anthracite Coal a Luxury. 

“Hard coal is a luxury except within 
a limited area. How strictly limited 
that area is may be seen from the com- 
parative figures compiled by the Geo- 
logical Survey. The three States of 
New York, Pennsylvania and New 
Jersey alone consume 65 per cent. of 
the total output of hard -:oal. In 
| those States anthracite coal can be 
| bought at a reasonable price, because 


the mines are not far away and the 


cost of transportation is comparatively

As the distance from 
the mines increases there is a rapid 
rise in price and a corresponding re- 
duction in the quantity consumed. 
Indiana uses only one-twentieth as 
much hard coal as Massachussetts. 
The Geological Survey’s comparative 
price lists for 1896 tell the story,” ac- 
cording to the Chicago Tribune. “At 
Spokane in that year anthracite coal 
sold for from $18 to $20 a ton. Pre- 
sumably the price is 10 per cent. 
higher now. In the chief cities of 
Montana the cost of anthracite ranged 
from $14 to $18 a ton. San Franco 
was able to get it for $12 to $16 2 — 
way of Cape Horn. Throughout the 
interior of the country, away from 
the lakes, the price of hard coal in- 
creases rapidly according to the length 
of railway haul. Kentucky can 
scarcely afford to use any hard- coal, 
though Louisville is a little nearer the 
mines than Chicago.

nual natural gas production during 
the height of that excitement; To 
convert this fuel gas into illuminating 
s involves a chan in the opera- 
ion of the oven, so that gas produced 
2 the recuperation of air and gas 
y be burned in the flues instead of 
— rich coke-oven gas. Ammonia, 
that is ammonia sulphate, is the most 
valuable of the by-products of coke- 
making, it having a market Value of 
about $20 per ton!

POSCOE ROUSE HELD UP AT SEC- 
OND AND BROADWAY. 


Roscoe Rouse, who is employed at 
the Hollenbeck Hotel, reported to the 
police at 5 o'clock yesterday morning 
that he had been held up, assaulted, 
and robbed by three white men. The 
report was received at the Police Sta- 
tion soon after the mornig watch had 
gone on duty, and a sergeant and pa- 
trolman were sent to investigate. They 
found Rouse at Broadway and Second 
Street, and from his appearance there 
was no doubt that he had been as- 

saulted by somebody. His lip was 
swelled to more than twice its natural 
size, and his face was otherwise se- 
verely bruised. 

To the officers he told a plausible 
story of the robbery. He said he had’ 
been waiting at that corner for an 
opportunity to see a woman who works 
in a neighboring restaurant, but she 
had not finished her work. Three men 
approached, but thinking they would 
pass him he paid no attention to them. 
Suddenly they surrounded him, backed 
him up against a building, and asked 
what: he was doing there. He told 
them he was doing nothing, and then 
they demanded his money. The de- 
mand was enforced by repeated blows 
on the face and head. ouse fell to 
the sidewalk, and one of the assailants 
searched his pockets, taking 8955 from 
Him. The men then ran away. 

As soon as he was able, Rouse re- 
ported to the officers. A patrolman 
appeared before the two officers from 
the Police Station, and to him Rouse 
first told his story. When the other 


officers arrived, he repeated it. He was 


closely questioned by the police, and 
admitted that he had visited one of 


‘the negro clubs during the night, but 


denied that he had been gambling or 
had lost the money at the club. 

The police do not place much, cred- 
ence in the story, although th ad- 
vance no good reason for doubting it. 
That Rouse was assaulted there can 
be no question, and it is not probable 
that he lost his money and then dis- 
figured himself.

BUT UNION SAYS “NAY,”

their $2 to $3 a day positions, which 
they assert they were content to re- 
tain, to union “principle,” which they 
confess they hardly understand. This 
was decided at a meeting of the Wood- 
workers’ Union Saturday night, when 
the subject came up for consideration 
by members of the organization who 
are employed in the twelve planing 
mills of Los Angeles. Even the massive 
think tank of the marvelous Jim Gray 
was powerless in suggesting any other 
solution of the vexing problem which 
the strikers have brought on them- 
selves by violating the agreement 
which they made with their employers. 
And the union which attempts to do 
the thinking for the supposed-to-be 
free-born American citizens who com- 
pose its membership is unable to aid 
its dupes other than by agreeing to 
declare a boycott on the product of 
— mils, the proprietors of which, it 
is agreed, have complied with all rea- 
sonable demands made on them. 

It was a long and wordy meeting 
which the woodworkers held that even- 
ing at their hall on South Spring 
street, and it 2 after 11 o'clock when 
their talking and resolooting came 
to an end. Iden the only thing that 
was understood by anyone was that 
the men who had struck, potwithstand- 
ing their satisfaction with the hours 
and rates of wages agreed to by their 
employers, are to sacrifice their poei- 
tions and to seek elsewhere for em- 
ployment, while it is understood that 
affiliated izations, such as the 
Carpenters’ Union, would do what they 
could for union “principle” by declar- 
ing a boycott on the output ‘of the 
two mills affected. 

“If we could have our way.“ said 
one of the strikers. who attended the 
lengthy meeting, “we would return to 
work under the manifestly fair agree- 
ment which our employers made with 
us, but this whole troubie is the result 
of business rivairy on the part of the 
proprietors ef ten mills in the city 
whose output consists only of car-. 

ll work. In these 
been 
time. Hughes 
and Carpenter & Biles. in addi- 
tion to doing carpentry and general 
mill work, are engaged in the manufac- 
ture of sash and doors. This latter 
product comes in competition with sim- 
ar goods which are manufactured in 
the north by non-union men, who work 
ten and twelve hours a day. Those of 
us who understand the tuation are 
willing to work nine hours a day on 
these competitive goods and eight 
houfs a day on such work as comes in 
competition with the output of the lo- 
cal mills, to all of which our employ- 
ers agreed. t the proprietors and 
er of the other mills think they 
see in this movement danger both to their 
business and to the eight-hour day, and 
they refuse to permit us to do what we 
think is right. Consequently, rather 
than forfeit our membership in the 
union, we will give up our positions 
and look elsewhere for work.”
